Are The Charges 
True or Untrue? 


“Gan the chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen state whether any 
of the charges against the Board 
of Public Works are true?” Chair- 
man Shepard was placed in rather 
an embarrassing position at the 
town meeting on Tuesday night 
on that question, but he managed 
to suggest that the answer might 
more properly come from _ the 
chairman of the Board of Public 
Works, who was not able to be 
present. 

But the answer is really an easy 
one to give. The charges made 
against the Board fall into two 
classifications: (1) implications of 
personal dishonesty, heard at the 
meeting; (2) charges of a too easy- 
going inefficient operation of the 
department. And the answer to the 
question is: the changes are Cer- 
tainly not true as far as the first 
classification goes, but they are 
true as far as the second classifica- 
tion goes. 


The talk which immediately pre- 
ceded that question Monday night 
had ian unfortunate tone to it; 
not in so many words did the 
speaker say that the members of 
the Board were not on the level, 
but the inference was gathered 
from the pseudo-cross examination 
of the members and the citing of 
other cases followed up by the 
demand that four members resign 
could only ‘be that the speaker 
wished to convey that impression. 
And this, anyone who knows the 
members of the Board is certain 
is absolutely untrue. They work 
for nothing, meet once a _ week, 
and at present we are glad to say 
spend ‘considerable time scrutini- 
zing every bill that comes through 
in order to avoid the contractual 
error which occurred in the Big 
Mike ‘case. 


There is certainly no dishonesty, 
and criticism along that score is 
unfair and untrue. Had _ . the 
speaker been able to get to the 
real core of the trouble, he would 
hav found that the difficulty is not 
as serious a one as he likes to 
imagine, that it really is just a 
habit of “being a good fellow” that 
has developed over the years. In 
public office it’s hard to say ‘‘No,” 
and it’s easy to say “Yes.” The 
management at the Board of Pub- 
lic Works has been too prone to 
say “Yes,” too prone to excuse 
certain defects in the staff, and 
that is what has led to the ineffi- 
ciency in the department, that and 
nothing else.

Dump-Truck Figures 
In Letter Incorrect 


A statement in the letter sent to 
the Townsman last week over the 
published signature: “Citizen and 
Member of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion” which asked ‘What became 
of the $180 the successful bidder 
promised to pay for the turn-in 
price?” (on the old B. P. W. dump 
truck), was answered this week 
when it was found that the writer 
of the letter had apparently not 
checked into the matter thoroughly. 
The letter read, in part: “Evidence 
has been brought to light that two 
concerns offered $175 for said old 
truck; another offered $180 and got 
the sale. The price of the new 
truck complete was $1016. The 
Town ‘Treasurer paid with the 
Town’s check $1016 and was told 
that there was no turn-in value for 
the old truck, What became of the 
$180 the successful bidder promised 
to pay for the turn-in price?” 

The price of the truck complete 
was not $1016, but rather $1196, 
the article authorizing the pur- 
chase having asked an appropria- 
tion of $1030, PLUS the use of the 
turn-in value. All the corres- 
pondence between the board and 
tne concern included the statement, 
“The above price (of $1016) in- 
cludes the turn-in value of the old 
dump-truck.” The bid from the con- 
cern which supplied the truck was 
the lowest, and the turn-in yalue 
which it quoted was the highest, 
and therefore the ‘Board awarded 
the contract to this concern. Of 
the $1030 appropriated, the sum of 
$14 is left to be turned into free 
cash in the treasury, the town 
treasurer having paid the net of 
$1016. 

The Townsman regrets that the 
gentleman who wrote the com- 
munication was not in possession 
of the full facts concerning the 
matter and that, not knowing the 
facts as submitted were not com- 
plete, the Townsman was unable 
to correct them in the same issue 
in which they appeared, thus pos- 
sibly leaving in the minds of some 
readers an unfortunate impression.
